The hieroglyphs are incised; the 
figures, which are in low relief, show traces of colour. They 
are divided into three registers. In the uppermost, two 
figures of the deceased, before tables of offerings, worship 
Osiris and Isis and Harmachis respectively. In the

The second woman, 
who wears Ionic chiton, and himation over both shoul- 
ders, is carrying a heavy pot with a lid and a stand: 
this is the lebes gamikos, or marriage bowl. A good 
many of these lebetes still exist, and they are frequently 
represented in bridal scenes: it is clear that the lebes 
gamikos played an important part at Athenian weddings ; 
it has been sugested that the vessel was used to pre- 
pare a hot breakfast for the bride and bridegroom. 
Behind the procession is the house of the bride’s parents, 
which the procession is just leaving. It is represented 
by a door with lintel and threshold, and a pair of 
columns figuring the porch. Inside the door, holding one 
of the wings open, is a woman with her eyes turned 
towards the procession. The subject on the lid is a sunrise 
rendered, in the Greek fashion, by means of personi- 
fications. Helios, the Sun, a naked youth with a wrap 
flung round his shoulders, is driving his four-horse chariot, 
into the sky; in his hands he holds the goad. He is 
preceded by a two-horse chariot driven by a female 
figure wearing a thin sleeveless chiton, and a band 
round her head. This figure might be Eos, the dawn 
goddess, but since she has a crescent above her, corres- 
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259 


ponding to the radiate solar disk above Helios, she is 
more probably Nyx, the Night, leaving the sky at the 
approach of Helios. The third figure is a female, 
dressed in chiton and himation, who looks back towards 
Nyx with her arms raised from the elbows ; behind her 
is a horse, which looks tired. This figure is Selene, the 
Moon, as it were sinking below the horizon. The two 
curving lines above the figure of Selene probably repre- 
sent the vault of heaven which the Moon has just left. 

The picture on the body of the vase is one of the most 
complete representations of a bridal procession known. 
The cosmic representation on the lid is of a rare type: 
it is to be compared with two similar pictures on pyxis 
lids in the British Museum and in Berlin.

The various objects were enclosed in 
large urns, and the fact that coins of Gallienus, Salonina and 
contemporary rulers were found with them, seems to fix the 
date of their concealment as the end of the Third Century A.D. 
The reason for secreting them is probably to be found in 
the fear occasioned by a Barbarian invasion. The workmen 
who made the discovery were constructing a road through a 
forest, and in digging they unfortunately destroyed some glass 
utensils and other fragile objects.

The second woman, 
who wears Ionic chiton, and himation over both shoul- 

ders, is carrying a heavy pot with a lid and a stand : 
this is the lebes gamikos, or marriage bowl. A good 
many of these lebetes still exist, and they are frequently 
represented in bridal scenes: it is clear that the lebes 
gamikos played an important part at Athenian weddings ; 
_ it has been sugested that the vessel was used to pre- 
pare a hot breakfast for the bride and bridegroom. 
Behind the procession is the house of the bride’s parents, 
which the -procession is just leaving. It is represented 
by a door with lintel and threshold, and a pair of 
columns figuring the porch. Inside the door, holding one 
of the wings open, is a woman with her eyes turned 
towards the procession. The subject on the lid is a sunrise 
rendered, in the Greek fashion, by means of personi- 
fications. Helios, the Sun, a naked youth with a wrap 
flung round his shoulders, is driving his four-horse chariot, 
into the sky; in his hands he holds the goad. He is 
preceded by a two-horse chariot driven by a female 
figure wearing a thin sleeveless chiton, and a band 
round her head. This figure might be Eos, the dawn 
goddess, but since she has a crescent above her, corres-

ponding to the radiate solar disk above Helios, she is 
more probably Nyx, the Night, leaving the sky at the 
approach of Helios. The third figure is a female, 
dressed in chiton and himation, who looks back towards 
Nyx with her arms raised from the elbows ; behind her 
is a horse, which looks tired. This figure is Selene, the 
Moon, as it were sinking below the horizon. The two 
curving lines above the figure of Selene probably repre- 
sent the vault of heaven which the Moon has just left. 

The picture on the body of the vase is one of the most 
complete representations of a bridal procession known. 
The cosmic representation on the lid is of a rare type : 
it is to be compared with two similar pictures on pyxis 
lids in the British Museum and in Berlin.

This remarkable Treasure was discovered in August 
1906, on the site of an ancient Roman temple in the neigh- 
bourhood of Leyris (Ardéche), a district which is noted for 
Roman antiquities. The various objects were enclosed in 
large urns, and the fact that coins of Gallienus, Salonina and 
contemporary rulers were found with them, seems to fix the 
date of their concealment as the end of the Third Century A.D.

Only about 
half-a-dozen white-ground pyxides are known, and this 
vase holds a high place among these by virtue of its 
wonderful preservation, its bold and spirited drawing, 
its attractive subject, and the charm of the accessory 
colouring.

Behind the chariot 
are a youth, dressed in a himation, who holds a torch, 
and two women bearing burdens. The first woman, 
who wears the Doric peplos, carries a box on her head and 
a lebes, or round cauldron, of bronze, in her hand ; the 
box perhaps contains clothing. The second woman, 
‘who wears Ionic chiton, and himation over both shoul- 
ders, is carrying a heavy pot with a lid and a stand : 
this is the lebes gamikos, or marriage bowl. A good 
many of these lebetes still exist, and they are frequently 
represented in bridal scenes: it is clear that the lebes 
gamikos played an important part at Athenian weddings ; 
it has been sugested that the vessel was used to pre- 
pare a hot breakfast for the bride and bridegroom. 
Behind the procession is the house of the bride’s parents, 
which the procession is just leaving. It is represented 
by a door with lintel and threshold, and a pair of 
columns figuring the porch. Inside the door, holding one 
of the wings open, is a woman with her eyes turned 
towards the procession. The subject on the lid is a sunrise 
rendered, in the Greek fashion, by means of personi- 
fications. Helios, the Sun, a naked youth with a wrap 
flung round his shoulders, is driving his four-horse chariot, 
into the sky; in his hands he holds the goad. He is 
preceded by a two-horse chariot driven by a female 
figure wearing a thin sleeveless chiton, and a band 
round her head., This figure might be Eos, the dawn 
goddess, but since she has a crescent above her, corres- 
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ponding to the radiate solar disk above Helios, she is 
more probably Nyx, the Night, leaving the sky at the 
approach of Helios. The third figure is a female, 
dressed in chiton and himation, who looks back towards 
Nyx with her arms raised from the elbows ; behind her 
is a horse, which looks tired. This figure is Selene, the 
Moon, as it were sinking below the horizon. The two 
curving lines above the figure of Selene probably repre- 
sent the vault of heaven which the Moon has just left. 

The picture on the body of the vase is one of the most 
complete representations of a bridal procession known. 
The cosmic representation on the lid is of a rare type: 
it is to be compared with two similar pictures on pyxis 
lids in the British Museum and in Berlin.

This remarkable Treasure was discovered in August 
1906, on the site of an ancient Roman temple in the neigh- 
bourhood of Leyris (Ardéche), a district which is noted for 
Roman antiquities. The various objects were enclosed in 
large urns, and the fact that coins of Gallienus, Salonina and 
contemporary rulers were found with them, seems to fix the 
date of their concealment as the end of the Third Century A.D. 
The reason for secreting them is probably to be found in 
the fear occasioned by a Barbarian invasion. The workmen 
who made the discovery were constructing a road through a 
forest, and in digging they: unfortunately destroyed some glass 
utensils and other fragile objects.

The various objects were enclosed in 
large urns, and the fact that coins of Gallienus, Salonina and 
contemporary rulers were found with them, seems to fix the 
date of their concealment as the end of the Third Century A.D. 
The reason for secreting them is probably to be found in 
the fear occasioned by a Barbarian invasion. The workmen 
who made the discovery were constructing a road through a 
forest, and in digging they unfortunately destroyed some glass 
utensils and other fragile objects.
